BIG SWEDISH MEETING IN SVEA HALL. 


Republicans Hear Rousing Speeches in 
Favor of Tariff and Prosperity, 

Six hundred Swedish voters of the Twenty- 
third Ward crowded into Svea Hall, Chicago 
avenue and Larrabee street, lust night. A 
number of women occupied front seats. The 
meeting was held under the auspices of the 
Swedish-American Republican club. The 
first speaker was Johr A. Linn. Hereminded 
the voters there was only one more chance to 
register if they wanted to vote Nov, 6. 
The times, he said, have been such as to drive 
Democrats to vote the Republican ticket. 
The Democrats have been found unfit to run 
the government of thia country. If the Re- 
—ä— get out and register and vote they 
will have a majority of from 20,000 to 30, 
000. ) 
George D. Anthony said in part: 

It isa well-known fact that when Swedes are 
naturalized they almost invariably vote the 
publican ticket. I have heard in this ward open 
threats that other side is going to 


win by fraudulent votes. It is 
for us to see all our friends are 
registered and that no fraudulent votes are 
placed on the register. The Legisiature elected 
this fall will vote for a choice for United States 
Senator. We will no doubt elect a Republican 
President and a Republican House two years 
hence and we don’t want them handicap by a 
Democratic Senate. But this election will decide 
the one next spring. It s not so much a ques- 
tion of politics as protection to yourself and fam- 
ily. Today this country is prostrated and sutter- 
ing. The cause lies in the change of administra- 
tion, a lack of confidence in those who make our 
laws. When the Republicans get into power 
prosperity will blossom out like a rose and hap- 
piness will reign in every home. 

Albert J. Olson said the Republicans should 
put their shoulders to the wheel and get to- 
gether to register and vote, Hf they do there 
is no auestion they will carry the Twenty- 
third Ward.

It would not be cour- 
teous to discuss it before they have the re- 
port.“ Chairman Madden of the Finance 
committee expressed himself as wholiy in 
favor of the loan and in accord with the pol- 
icy of the administration on the subject.

Mr. Badenoch Tries Valtantly to Have the 


Election Board Indorse What He Calls | 


the Rights of Challengers, but Ne One 
Aids Him=<Peppery Debate Over the 
IseueAttorney Iles Takes Lively but 
Resultiess° Part in the Discussion= 
Order te Report Suspects. 

Larry Boyle has set the seal of his disap- 
proval on the so-call Bertillon system and the 
whole Hopkins machine will get in the band- 
wagon. By his decision it will be even more 


difficult than it was last Tuesday for the Re- 


publican challengers of election to take any 
descriptive memoranda of Jsuch persons as 
present themselves for registration today. 
At the morning session of 
Election Board yesterday Attorney Boyle sub- 
mitted an opinion that the judges of election 
could not legally take memoranda as to the 


appearance of persons registering. At the 


afternoon session he submitted an opinion in 
which he questioned even the right of chal- 
lengers to da this work. The opinion reads: 

The inaccuracy of descriptions taken by irre- 
sponsible persons, whether willfully inaccurate 
or inadvertently so. might in the hands of these 
same or other equally irresponsible persons, if 
made use of on election day, lead to riot, dis- 
order, and serious infractions of the election 
law, a8 weil as cause many legal yoters to refrain 
from voting. The election law dows not recog- 
nize the right of such proceedings about 
the polls registraidn or elec day. 
While no one will object 
body taking the descri 
peater, yot legal voters should 
to the methods employed against repeaters. | 
the law regarded the taking of such descriptions 
registration day as either necessary or proper for 
the preservation of the purity of the ballot it 
would, no doubt; have made provisions to have 
those descriptions taken by sworn officers and 

nired that two at least, being each of 
different parties, selected for such duty 
at each poll, and would not have left it to 
be done by irresponsible (and possibly unscrupu- 
lous) persons such as those who attempted it last 
Tuesday. The law has always been jealous of 
the freedom of elections from anything like in- 
timidation and the practice attempted to be put 
the descriptions of good 
citizens who apply to he registered might not 
only have the effect of intimidating sensitive 
and timid voters but it might if carried out be 
used as an actual force by pestiferous persons to 
intimidate and annoy legal voters to such an ex- 
tent they would refrain from voting rather than 
subject themselves to such insinuating and ex- 
asperating jutrusion upon their rsonal rights. 
The practice attempted is one t I think is in 
conflict with the letter of the law and is, to say 
the least, a departure from its spirit and ought 
not to be encouraged. 

Badenoch Gets No Support. 

The object of the Republicans in supplying 
the challengers with the books was that the 
descriptions of persons who registered might 
be obtained to prevent heelers from imper- 
sonating them election day. The scheme was 
regarded as a sure obstacle to repeating. 
Commissioner Badenoch madean effort to 
have the board give its approval to the plan, 
but he could get no second to his resolution. 
The resolution reads as follows: 

Wuereas,. It bas come to the knowledge of 
this board that citizons charge that one of the 
judges of election in a certain precinct of the 
City of Chicago did not enforce the law madé 
and provided for the protection of challengers 
upon the last day of registration—to wit: The 
16th day of October, 1894; therefore be it 

Resolved, That this board desires that the 
representatives of the prose now present 
take notice and publish as widely 
as sible that under sections of the 
election law. making it obligatory upon said 
judges of election to preserve the peace and pro- 
tect the authorized challengera of either party 
or any citizen of the ward who is present and 
makes such challenge in goed faith and is not 
trying to obstruct and unnecessarily delay the 
registration, 4 have a right to wake 
such memoranda as they choose, so long as they 
do not interfere in ony way with the citizens who 
desire to be registered. 

The sections of the law referred to are Sec. 
75. page 26 of the election law; also Sec. 76, 
page 26 of the election law. 

Attorney Boyle prepared an amendment 
which did away with paragraphs in the origi- 
nal resolution in which the board gave its ap- 
pruval to the system of taking memoranda. 
As the matter did not come toa vote at all 
the board stands on this question just where 
it did last Tuesday, and the various chal. 
lengers are at liberty to fight it out among 
themselves. | 


Long and Acrimonious Debate. 


Commissioners Badenoch and Keenan in- 
duiged ina long and acrimonious debate on 
the merits and demerits of the system. 

„Nou say, said Badenoch, ‘that this sys- 
fem will have a tendency to discourage hon- 
est men from voting and that they will be. in- 
suited thereby. In spite of this we had the 
largest registration ever known in me City of 
A law directed against evil-doers 
is a terror to evil-doers only. If the voter 
be a prudent man and a decent man 
he takes no cognizance of whatever does not 
concern him.”’ 

„When he presents himself,“ said Keenan, 
„to exercise the highest privilege this coun- 
try can confer upon him he ought not to be 
treated asa suspect. These innovations and 
inventions of every party of partisans ought 
not to be encouraged by this board. The law 
distingtly prescribes the method of identifica- 
tion for each citizen. if every private citizen 
can get up a scheme or plan outside the law, 
things will come to a pretty pass. 

Commissioner Badenoch-—The law may not 
direct or specify such action as is contem- 
plated by this memorandum system, but it 
does not direct against it. 

Attorney Boyle—The only question is 
whether the board can allow it. 

Commissioner Badenoch—The question 
is whether this board will allow thousands ¢f 
repeaters to getin their work registration 
and election days. 

Com missioner Keenan—Then get the Legis- 
lature to passa law in the matter. Individ- 
uals can’t do it, 


Attorney Iles Takes a Hand. 


Attorney Iles of the Republican Executive 
committee—In a populous city like Chi- 
cago it is impossible for challengers 
to know each citizen in the precinct. 
spirit of the elections law is that these chal- 
lengers shall educate themselves in a knowl- 
edge of these citizens, and they can do it most 
quickly and accurately by the mem- 
orandum system. The law never appre- 
hended that any man would 
affected by the system except pestiferous and 
law-opposing men. In no place have objec- 
tions to this system been raised except in pre- 
ecincts where there is always disorder and 
queer work. To sure 
not prescribe the duties of a 
lenger, except to say he 
challenge, but the law doeg presume that the 
chalienger will educate himself for his work. 

Attorney Boyle—You know that such a de- 
scription would not be good evidence in law. 
bed description might as easily be wrong as 
right. 

Attorney Iles—If the description were 
wrong the man would have redress in a libel 
suit. 

Commissioner Badenoch—The board has 

had full opportunity to investigate this whele 
question and to pass upon its merits from a 
non-partisan point of view. But it has not 
done it, and for that reason this confusion ex. 
ists. The board is responsible for the pres- 
ent trouble. 
_ Commissioner Keenan again made an ob- 
jection to any resolution which should place 
the board upon record, stating that the chal- 
lengers had a right to take descriptions. Here 
the matter ended, 


Order to Report Suspects. 


The board then ordered that election clerks 
report to the Commissioners by Saturday 
night the names of all suspects, the lists 
to be sworn to d the clerks 
of both parties. Ia case one 
clerk refuses for any reason to swear to the 
correctness of the list he is to make an affi- 
davit giving his reasons. Two copies are to 
be made of the list, ond to be kept at the pre- 
cinct and one to go to board.

Effort to Have It on the Official Ballot In- 
stead of People’s Party Selections. 

Every effort possibie is being made to in- 

duce the County Reviewing Board to give the

the place on the official ballot that belongs to 
the regular People’s party ticket. The board, 
which is com of Judge Scales, 
—— Clerk ulff, and State’s-Attor- 
ney ern, met yesterday and it had 
been in sé@ssion but a few minutes 
when the interesting question came up and 
the 3 had plunged into a hot discus- 
sion. Ex-Jud Richard Prendergast ap- 
eared for the Ryan ticket and Clarence 8. 
rrow and Jesse Cox represented the regu- 
lar People’s party that nominated the Uhlich 
Hall ticket. The board is in an em barrassi 
ition, as Judge Scaies has been nomina 
y the Ryan faction for County Judge. His 
name is not on the other ticket. There 
are also several other Democrats on 
the Ryan ficket, among whom are Roger Sul- 
livan for County Cierk, Theodore Oehne for 
Treasurer, and F. H. Atwood for Probate 
Judge. The last named was nominated by 
the Ryan crowd and indorsed by the Demo- 


crats. 

Pehr W. Nilsson, candidate for Sheriff on 
the Ryan ticket, sent a long letter to County 
Clerk Wulff in response to a notice that objec- 
tions had been filed against his name appear- 
ing on the ticket. He says Mr. Wulff’s letter 
is the first official information he has received 
of his nomination. He considers his nomina- 
tion a huge joke, about which he does not 
feel callea upon to bother himself or others, 
yet he does not withdraw or say he intends to 
do so. Nilsson is a clerk in Circuit Clerk 
Gaulter’s office and it was statel at the time 
ef his nomination he would withdraw and 
that Frank S. Peabody, the Democratic candi- 


date for Sheriff, would be put on in his place. 


whether the Reviewing Board will consider 
the letter in the light of a resignation remains 
to be seen. 

The appearance of ex-Judge Prendergast 
for the Ryan ticket created some surprise and 
was interpreted as meaning that the City Hall 
people wanted to create the belief that they 
imagined they would have trouble in getting 
the Ryan nominations placed on the ticket. 
Owing to the ruling of the State Reviewing 
Board a new question is brought up 
that may play smash with the Ryan ticket, if 
it fails to get recognized as the People’s 
party county ticket, or with the Uhlich Hall 
ticket, if it geta left. Each one of these fac- 
tions desires to certify its nomination by con- 
vention, claimmg its right to be recognized 
on account of the People’s party having polled 
2 per cent of the vote at the last general elec- 
tion. 5 
In the case of W. C. Eakins, who is the regu- 
lar Republican nominee for the House in the 
Fourth Senatorial District, the State Board 
held that because he entered the contest heard 
by the board before with Tim Hogan to se- 
cure his nomination by convention certificate, 
the petition filed was rejected. The contest 
was decided in favor of Hogan and it now de- 
velops Eakins’ name will not be on the offi- 
cial ballot. If this precedent is followed and 
the County Review: Board decides the 
Ryan county ticket is ene that should be 
nominated by convention, then the Uhlich 
song ap gy will not get on the official ballot 
at all. 

The proceedings before the board yesterday 
were somewhat animated at times. Mr.

tions had been filed to the former. 
Mr. Prendergast had a lot of affidavits and in 
reading them interspersed his reading with 
more or less argument.

Heathcote 
testified he had been approached previous to 
the Tweifth Street Turner Hall convention 
and asked to vote for Dixon as Chairman of 
the convention. This, Mr. Prendergast exf 
plained, was a conspiracy. Heathcote fur- 
ther testified President O’Brien seemed to- 
wanteto have everything his own way at 
the Twelfth Street Turner Hall convention 
and that, when he found he could not, he, 
with several others of his followers, tried to 
break up the convention, No amount of 
cross-questioning by Attorneys Darrow and 
Cox could shake the witness’ testimony and 
the board decided to adjourn for the day. 

THRONG IN THIRTEENTH WARD. 
Falsity of Democratic Assertions Made

Expert Witnesses. 


There are many cases where the amount of le- 
gal costs exceeds the amount originally consid- 
ered necessary and for which provision is sought 
to be made by the addition of the regular 3 per 
cent to all assessments, while there are many 
cases where the amount estimated is not only 
sufficient but in excess of the actual legal ex- 
penses.

FOUR OHILDREN BURNED TO DEATH. 


Residence of the Rev. Ress Taylor at South 
Nyack, N. ., Destroyed. 

Nyack, N. I., Oct. 22.—Four grand- 
children of the Rev. William Taylor, Metho- 
dist missionary Bishop of Africa, perished in 
the elegant house of their father, the Rev. 
Ross Taylor, in South Nyack early today. In 
addition one man was so badly burned he can 
scarcely recover, and two others were serious- 
ly injured. It was a little after 4 o'clock 
when Mrs. Taylor was awakened by the smell 
of smoke and found the fire had obtained 
great headway. Mr, and Mrs, Taylor succeeded 
in groping their way through suffocating 
smoke to the open air without having been 
able to help their sis children or others of the 
household. As Mr. and Mrs. Taylor emerged 
from the burning building the Fire Depart- 
ment arrived. The two eidest of the Taylor 
children, Stewart and William, were aroused, 
and jumping from the window of their cham- 
ber were caught without being seriously in- 
jured. Four others of the children perished. 
Their names were: Harriet, aged 11 years; 
Aja. aged 9: Arthur, aged 7; Schultz, aged 
5. Their bodies were recovered three hours 
later and removed to an undertaking estab- 
lishment. Besides the beg ra! family there 
were in the house Michael Mulladay, a labor- 
er, and two house decorators named Edward 
Lintz and William Ruth. All three were 
third story. They 
jumped for their lives. Mulladay was 
80 bad ly hurt that he cannot 
recover. Ruth and Lintz sustained serious 
injuries. The funeral of the four children 
was held at St. Paul's M. E. Church at 11 
o’clock this morning. The four bodies were 
placed in one casket. The Rev. J. B. Taylor, 

astor of the church, officiated, and the Rev. 

oss Tayler, the bereaved father, was present 
and made a few remarks. telling several pa- 
thetic incidents. The remains were piaced in 
a receiving tomb in Nyack Rural Cemetery. 


REASONS FOR GRAND TRUNK LOSSES. 


Silver Question and Pullman Strike Given 
as Principal Causes, 

Loxbox. Oct. 22.—To many causes ig as- 
cribed the poor showing of the Grand Trunk 
railway in its half-yearly report.

The precious metals, which 
are known as money metals,” are called 
such because of their intrinsic exchangeable 
value by weight tor other forms of property. 
They have been known as such for an untold 
number of centuries, since the beginning of 
commercial time. As reckoned by weight 
these metals were “current money with the 
merchant.“ Their beauty, utility, and adapta- 
bility, their having much value in proportion 
to bulk, and their general usability for ex- 
change purposes always have commended 
them to mankind from the very dawn of 
civilization and probably always will so 
coinmend them. When one of those metals 
loses half its purchasing power or value, by 
weight, it cannot benefit a community to call 
it worth 100 cents on the dollar when as 
much of it as used to be worth a dollar has 
deciined to a value of only 50 cents. That 
would be to say that a stated weight of the 
metal will buy a whole bullock when in re- 
ality it will buy but half a bullock; that it 
wovid buy twice as much wheat, corn, rye, 
mutton, pork, ete., as it really is worth as a 
straight equivalent in exchange. Sixteen 
ounces of silver used to be worth one ounce 
of gold. Silver is chenper now. The cheapen- 
ing of silver is a fact which ho one can 
gainsay. It may have been due in large 
part to a discontinuance of its coinage 
in Europe, but there has been no de- 
monetization. The issue of fresh coins 
has been stopped. but no silver already 
coined was demonetized. We im the United 
States kept on coining silver after Europe 
had ceased the process. We continued till 
we had accumulated a stock of about 600 
million dollars, but that did not have any 
effect in arresting the decline; The free si!- 
ver countries have kept on coining it, but that 
has not arrested the decline. The value of a 
pebble depends entirely on what it is made 
of.

These are self-evident truths, bat if the 
logic of Locke and Webster and the eloquence 
of Cicero, Demosthenes, and Patrick Henry 
were rolled into one it would not convert a 
Populist like the writer of this letter.

The particular 
form of delusion from which the Populists 
are suffering is the idea that the powers of a 
government extend to mattets of exchange 
value, They see the great and arbitrary pow- 
er which a government can exercise, 
that it can take hold of men and make them 
fight, putting them into the front rank of the 
battle, as Uriah was placed at the command 
of David. They see that it can seize a man’s 
property and confiscate his credits by making 
anewand dishonest standard of exchange 
value, and thus give the sanction of law to the 
payment of debts with inferior money. But 
they do not see or understand that commerce 
isa matter of free exchange of equivalent 
values, and that so far as those exchanges are 
made through the medium of payments with 
the precious metals the valuation put on those 
metals is one that represents the consensus of 
opinion of the commercial world. They do 
not understand the fact that all the gover n- 


‘ments in christendom and heathendom can- 


not change that against tne will of the indi- 
viduals concerned, or that the government 
which can reach out and take a million men 
from their homes to the battlefield is utterly 
impotent when it comes to changing the pur- 
chasing power of a money metal. 

Whatever may have been the reason for the 
decline in silver to about half its former ex- 
change value the merchants and bankers of 
all the commercial countries take the fact of 
such decline into account. They require more 
silver for a given exchange than they did be- 
fore, and the government cannot make them 
take less otherwise than by a process equiva- 
lent to sending a file of soldiers into a man’s 
house or office to force him to make the ex- 
charge on an arbitrary government basis. It 
hardly rfeeds to be said that business 
could not be kept up long under such condi- 
tions. When the writer of this letter has re- 
covered from his brain delirium, if that ever 
occurs, he will see these truths for himself. 
At present he is in that state of mind in which 
everything is turned topsy turvy, his ideas of 
the functions of government are “all mixed 
up. and it is of very little use to talk to him. 
But it may be that some who are on the verge 
of such a lunacy as bis can be saved from 
passing over the line that separates reason 
from madness if they have a plain statement 
of facts and principles laid before them. It 
is in the hope of benefiting this class that Tus 
TRiIsuNE answers the correspondent, not with 
any expectation of doing him any good. 


PROF. SWING’S LAST MESSAGE, 

The last sermon which the late Prof. Swing 
wrote and which was left unfinished at the 
summons of the messenger of death was read 
by Mr. Lyman J. Gage at Sunday's meeting 
of the Central Church. It must have occurred 
to many hearers of it, outside of the sorrowful 
reflections to which it gave rise, that no work 
of the late teacher has so clearly revealed the 
character of the man. The application of the 
text was to the redemption of the city which 
he so loved. It was always a subject near to 
his heart. and his warning words, coming al- 
most as solemnly as if spoken from his grave, 
should carry great weight with them among 
all loyal and patriotic citizens and all believ- 
ers in tne splendid future in store for Chicago 
if it can shake off the incubus of misgovern- 
ment, dishonesty, fraud, and corruption com- 
bined in the one word Hopkinsism. 

Another prominent feature in this sermon 
was the frequent and enthusiastic expression 
of the professor’s love of beauty in nature, 
in art, in music, and in high human ideals. 
Eloquently he says: 

As one summer time does not contain all the 
magical workings of the sun, but only illustrates 
millions of past and coming years, so Christ did 
not bring all of redemption to our world, but 
rather did he teach us that all the human host 
has marched or may march through an atmos- 
phere beautifully tinted with redeerhing grace. 
It is not all the grace of God. Much of it is the 
grace of man. It comes from God, indeed, but it 
comes through humanity. Our age is moved 
deeply by the study of idealsin art. Each gen- 
eration is amazed at its own progress. 9 

* „5 * * . ‘ * 

Into our age, so full of new and grand concep- 
tions in art, there must come the marching ideals 
of human life. Man is moving through a re- 
demptive world. Ail lips should sing each day 
the song of the old harpist: “Who redeemeth 
thy life from destruction. What our age needs 
is a rapid advance of the ideals of life, 

The above and scores more of excerpts 
which might be taken from his addresses 
show how strongly his nature was pervaded 
with the love of the beautiful, both subject- 
ively ard objectively. In many respects he was 
an ancient Greek walking these modern 
streets and teaching from his platform the 
undying lessons of love and beauty. Again 
he says, in another connection: Each noble 
sul, each good book, each great picture, 
each piece of high music is a redeemer, and 


hen the soul, young or mature, has once 


started towards its salvation then éach field, 
each forest becomes a page in its divine book, 
and each bird song a revival bhyma, sweet as 
those of the old Methodists.”’ 

The last words of the professor's sermon, 
sad words under the circumstances, though 
hopeful in their message, again reveal one of 
his strongest characteristics: « 

We must allhope much for a good progress of 
this brotherly leve——. 

And then the pen dropped from his busy 
hand, He had reached the end of his life- 
work. The message was left unfinished, and 
yet it was complete as revealing another of 
the characteristics of this scholar and buman- 
itarian, this cheerful optimist and Hellenic 
lover of beauty. 


GIVE THE AMERICAN THE JOB. 

Strange as it may seem, there are some 
Americans who are of the opinion that when 
manufactured goods are to be bought. the 
preference should be given to those made 
abroad over those made at home. It is easy 
to understand why foreigners should be of 
that way of thinking. It is easy to see why 
Mr. Gladstone and other Englishmen should 
lay down the doctrine that this is or oudht to 
be a purely agricultural country, and should 
confine itself to producing raw materials for 
Engiish consumption—wheat, cotton, meats, 


etc.—and receive its pay in English manu- 


factures. These Eaglishmen know that the 
adoption of this policy would give them the 
United States market in fee simple. But why 
shouid a citizen of the United States ba such 
an Anglomaniac as to wish to kill off home 
industries for the benefit of foreigners?’

out? According to the last census 30 per cent 


of the popuiation was urban as distinguished 


from rural. As the cities are the manufactur- 
ing centers, about a third of the population, 
directly or indirectly, depends on manufactur- 
ing for a livelihood. Here is a man who wants 
the entire population of the United States— 
more than sixty-five millions now—with the 
the exception of the middlemen, some me- 
chanics, and those engaged in the professions, 
to devote itself to agriculture, What would 
the condition of the country be then? The 
United States would be the abode of millions 
of poverty-stricken agriculturists competing 
with equally poverty-stricken millions in 
India and Russia. 

How much better the American protection 
policy. Since this country needs a ton of 
iron, has the money to buy it with, has the 
ore to make the iron out of, and has also an 
idle man lookmg for work, the protection 
policy sets that man at work making the iron 
instead of setting him to competing with 
others in farming. Of the money paid this 
idle man for making a ton of iron nineteen- 
twentieths at least is expended ia this coun- 
try—for food. clothing, heuse rent, ete. But 
if the ton of iron is bought abroad the money 
is paid to foreign producers who spend the 
barest fragment of it for American products. 
So in one case the United States has the iron 
and an unemployed man and does not have 
the money. In the other case the country has 
the iron and also the money, which is circu- 
lating from hand to hand in exchange for 
various commodities. 

When this country can make anything with- 
out the expenditure of more days’ work than 
it takes to make it elsewhere, then it should 


not dream of importing that article, whether / 


it be iron or dry goods, but should make it at 
home. Its exchanges should be limited to 
articles which cannot be produced here at all, 
like coffee and the spices, or which cannot be 
produced here without the expenditure of a 
greater number of days’ work than elsewhere. 
Since iron can be made here as cheaply on 
this days’ work basis as abroad Americans 
should no more think of importing iron than 
corn, or wheat, or pork,or beef, They should 
set their idle men at work making things which 
can be made here as economically as abroad 
and thus keep their money at home.

“THE TRIBUNE” AND THE TARIFF QUES- 
TION. 

A person calling himself “A MacVeagh 
Democrat,’ which means an ultra free trader, 
anxious to shift the burning question which is 
surely grinding his party into the minority, 
writes to the St. Louis Republic asking it “ if 
it can give its readers any article in the past 
which would commit Tus Taue to sym- 
pathy with the present Democratic position 
on the tariff as advocated by Messrs. Cleve- 
land, Wilson, and Mac Veagh. Thereupon the 
Republic prints a communication written by 
the editor of Taz Tarsuwz in February of 
1888 eriticismg a paper on the tariff question 
written by Senator Edmunds and published 
in Harper’s Magazine of that date. 

Senator Edmunds, not satisfied with the 
Arthur-Sherman-Garfield tariff of 1883, 
maintained that if it produced too much rev- 
enue the reduction should be done by repeal- 
ing the internal revenue taxes on liquors and 
tobacco, and not on such duties as might be 
found too high. The editor of Taz Txisuxe 
took issue with him on this theory. Senator 
Edmunds had not been in favor of the Arthur- 
Sherman-Garfield-Allison tariff as revised in 
1883, while the editor of Tus Tae on 
the whole was satisfied with it. Edmunds 
wanted the old high war duties to remain in 
force. Most of the Republicans wanted the 
duty on many articies reduced. But while 
favoring as a whole that Arthur-Garfieid re- 
vision the editor of this paper was not willing 
to admit that it should be as unalterable as 
the laws of the Medes and Persians, no mat- 
ter how conditions might change in future. 
He believed in reducing duties if it came to 
pass that they gave so much protection as led 
to trust abuses, and in raising duties if they 
gave so little protection as to enable old Eu- 
rope to undereut and break down the Amer- 
ican wage scale, 

The editor of un Tune caw also in this 
article of Senator Edmunds, with its intima- 
tion that it might be advisable to abandon 
the whisky tax rather than reduce tariff duties, 
even though they afforded an unnecessary 
amount of protection, the indications of that 


baneful influence which was exerted by Eas-3 ; 


ern manufacturers two years later, when the 
McKinley bill was thrust on the Republican 
party, causing its overwhelming defeat. 
Therefore he did not hesitate to oppose this 
assumption that excessive duties could be 
reduced under no circumstances, feeling sure 
that in the wake of that mistake would come 
a demand that they be incrensed, right or 
wrong;and just that thing happened two 
years after Edmunds’ article. 

When the McKinley bill did make its ap- 
pearance Tue Tanten took exception to 
many of its provisions as being unnecessarily 
and provocatively high. The ones it indorsed 
warmly were the reciprocity features, for 
which the party was indebted to Mr. Biaine. 
Tun Tamer said that, reciprocity aside, the 
McKinley billasa whole was an economic 
error and a huge political blunder. If there 
are any Republicans who deny that it was the 
latter they are in a lean majority in the West 
at least. 

What the editor of Taz Tame may have 
said in 1888 in criticism of Senator Ed- 
munds*article is not the question that is ex- 
citing this Nation so profoundly. The issue is 
free trade. It is not high protection, moder- 
ate, or even low protection. The Democratic 
declaration solemnly made is for low protec- 
tion, still lower protection, and no protection. 
The last is their goal. They are determined 
that every vestige of tariff duties which affords 
any protection to American labor or indus- 
tries must go. The late bill is only a prelim- 
inary step. If that party wins the election 
this fall and holds the House, Cleveland, Wil- 
son, MacVeagh, Hopkins, et al. will consider 
it another mandate from the ballot-box fo re- 
peat the dose and not stop until American and 
European wages and manufactures shall be 
on the same plane. That and nothing short 
is the aim and determination of the Demo- 
cratic leaders.

PINANGO’S FRIENDS ARE SHOT DOWN. 


Police at Caracas Repulse an Attempt to 
Liberate the General. 
[aPRCIAL CABLE. | 

Caracas, Oct. 22.—It is reported that the 
Cabinet, feeling it is impossible to sustain 
President Crespo, will resign. This morning 
a crowd gathered near the prison to liberate 
Gen. Pinango. A fight ensuea with the police 
and several persons were killed. The mob 
was driven off by the troops. Five of a band 
organized to kidnap President Crespo were 
killed in a riot at Maracaibo, and seven cap- 
tured. The latter divulged a plot to proclaim 
a provisional government with Pinango at 
its head. The government has ordered the 
seizure of all arms and ammunition on sale 
in shops. Many houses are being searched 
for suspects and the streets are patrolled by 
troops. Warrants have been issued for the 
arrest of seven high military officials.

Troops Massing on Mexican Frontier. 

Oaxaca, Mex., Oct. 22.—Official advices have 
been received here that the Government of Guate- 
mala is dispatching large forces of troops to the 
frontier along the Mexican border. The Mexican 
Government has or jered several thousand troops 
to Acapulco and Tehauntepec to be prepared 
for any hostilities that may take place on the 
part of Guatemala toward Mexico. 


Belgian Premier Said to Be Defeated. 

Brusseis, Oct. 22.—According to unofficial 
figures published here the recent elections for 
members of the Chamber of Representatives 
have resulted in the following distribution: 
Catholics, 194: Liberals, 19; Socialists and 
Radicals, 20. It is reported that M. DeBuriet, 
the Premier, has been defeated for reslection to 
the Chamber by a small majority. 


All the Boardman’s Crew Saved. 

Haven, France, Oct. 22.—The crew of the 
American schooner Alice T. Boardman, rescued 
from the wreck of that vessel off Highland 
Lights, Boston, by the British steamship Durham 
City, was landed here today. All hands were 
saved. The rescued men will be sent home by 
the United States Consul. 


Searching for Capt. Wiggins. 

Sr. Pererspure, Oct. 22.—The steamer Min- 
oursinsh has left Veniseisk, Asiatic Russia, in 
search of the steainer St. Jernen, which with the 
arctic navigator, Capt. Wiggins, who opened up 
the northern passage to Siberia, and a crew of 
forty men, has not been heard of since she left 
Veniseisk a month ago. 


Home secretary Stands by England. 

Lonpow, Oct. 22.—The Rt.-Hon. Herbert As- 
quith, Home Secretary, tonight addressed the 
first of a series of meetings of his constituents at 
Levan, Fifeshire, Scotland. He said the state- 
ment that British diplomacy had sustained a 
serious rebuff in the great capitals of Europe 
was utterly destitute of the smallest foundation. 


Editer Boeglin to Be Expelled. 

Rome, Oct. 22.—M. Boeglin, editor and pro- 
prietor of the Moniteur de Rome, was arrested 
last night and will be expelled from the country. 
The Moniteur de Rome has stopped publication. 
Boeglin has been in trouble before with the au- 
thorities because of articles published in his 
paper, which is a church organ.

HEAR HARRISON. 


PLAN TO HAVE THE EX-PRESIDENT 
MAKE A S8PEEOR IN NEW YORK. 


Republican Managers Will Endeavor to 
Arrange a Great Meeting, at Which the 
Candidate for Governor Will Appear 
with Him<Conferences Being Held to 
Adjust Democratic Congressional and 
Assembly Differences=Col, Strong Is 
Notified of Nomination and Accepts. 


New York, Oct, 22.—|Special.]—Prepara- 
tions are being made at Republican campaign 
headquarters to receive ex-President Harri- 
son, and to explain to him the additional en- 
thusiasm a speech from him would inject into 
the city campaign. Some time ago he was 
formally invited to come here and make 
speeches during the last days in this month. 
Chairman Hackett said today he would cer- 
tainly ask the ex-President to reconsider his 
decision not to speak in this State. 
He will be asked to deliver one 
or two speeches in this city and 
before big mass-meetings, probably in Coop- 
er Union or Carnegie Music Hall. No one 
today at headquarters thought the ex-Presi- 
dent would refuse to deliver at least one 
speech in this city. As Maj. McKinley will 
be stumping his State and will not speak 
here, it is thought that Gen. Harrison will 
not refuse to appear with Mr. Morton. The 
best feeling exists between Mr. Harrison and 
Mr. Morton. 

Senator Hill spoke at Yonkers tonight. He 
will speak at. Brooklyn tomorrow afternoon 
and in New York and this vicinity until Fri- 
day, when he will return to the interior of the 
State. A great deal will depend upon the re- 
sult of his visit and the conferences he has 
with the State and local leaders. The situa- 
tion so far as the New York City and 
Brooklyn Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress and Assembly are concerned is very 
critical, with County Democracy candidates 
opposing the Tammany Congressional and 
Assembly candidates in this city and Shep- 
ard candidates running against the regu- 
lar nominees in the Brooklyn districts, save 
that represented by Mr. Coombs. There are 
nine Congressional districts in this city and 
five in Brooklyn. The opposition of the 
County Democracy candidates jeopardizes 
the election of from one to four Tammany 
candidates in this city and the Shepardites 
endanger four in the districts in Brooklyn. 


Conferences Are Without Effect, 

As the margin by which the Democratic 
managers hape to carry the next House of 
Representatives is very narrow the situation 
is regarded as extremely grave at Democratic 
headquarters. All efforts heretofore made 
toward harmonizing differences to prevent 
the possibility of gr orgy slipping in 
through Democratic divisions have proved 
ineffectual. Senator Faulkner, Chairman of 
the Democratic Congressional Campaign 
committee, will be here again tomorrow to 
witness the result of the present effort. 

Richard Croker and Perry Belmont, Mr. 
Cleveland’s ex-Minister to Spain, were at the 
Democratic headquarters today regarding 
this matter. The rumor was current and ap- 
Parently well founded that ex-Mayor Grace, 
who is at the head of tne County Democracy 
organization, is willing to compromise on the 
basis of withdrawimg the County Democracy 
candidates in seven of the New York City dis- 
tricts if Tammany would withdraw ex-Sena- 
tor Cantorin the Fifteenth and John Con- 
nolly in the Fourteenth in order to give Rob- 
ert Grier Monroe and De Witt Warner clear 
fields. The Tammany candidates for Con- 
gress and for the Assembly were represented 
as recalcitrant. Senator Hill, Mr. Croker, 
and other leaders were said to be advising a 
policy of concession, but Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan 
said this morning that no basis of agreement 
had yet been reached, 


Sheehan Charges Republican Colonization. 


Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan late this afternoon 
gave out an interview tn reply to the charges 
of colonization of voters made by the Repub- 
licans in which he makes counter charges. 
He says the Democratie committee has been 
repeatedly warned of the Republican coloni- 
zation schemes, receiving such information 
from railroad officials and other reliable 
sources. 

David Martin of Pennsylvania, he said, 
is a constant visitor at the Republican State 
headquarters.. Personally I desire to say 
nothing against Mr. Martin, and would not 
like to charge him with 8 in this 
business, but I will say that if the same proof 
is obtained against him this year that we ob- 
tained in 18921 will not be the man this 
time to stop the execution of the warrant.

eorge Walton Green, Chairman of the 
committee, was chief spokesman. In pre- 
senting the nomination he said, in part: 


You are a Republican, we are Democrats. But 


as the champion of all honest citizens under 
whatever flag they march, against the hordes of 
corruption, no matter under what party name 
they masquerade. To religious bigotry. under 
whatever guise, you areand always have been 
an ayowed and open foe; for this we honor you. 
To. the, widest personal liberty under the law 
ou are and always have been the faithful, fear- 
ess friend; for this, too, we honor and admire 
you. . 

Col. Strong, in accepting the nomination, 
said the citizens of New York for the last six 
years have been governed bya corrupt ring 
of conspirators that had brought disgrace 
upon municipal government throughout the 
land. The exposition made by the terrific 
probe of Mr. Goff before the Lexow commit- 
tee has awakened the good people of the city, 
regardless of party affiliations, to a deter- 
mined effort to eradicate corruption. Col. 
Strong said: 

I want to say that my convictions are clear 
that all secret oath-bound political organizations 
are so contrary to the spirit of our institutions 
that I do not believe any political party can or 
ought to exist when one of its cardinal principles 
is opponed to freedom of thought and to the 
worship of God according to the dictates of one’s 
own conscience. 

Tammany Will Play the Baby Act.” 


Hugh J. Grant does not intend to appeal to 
voters on the strength of his record in the 
Mayor's office. He and his orators, it is said,

Chief Duty of the Citizen. 


James F. or spoke on the Duty of 
os Citizen to the Republic about as fol- 
ows: 


We Americans have been so bountifully blessed 
that we are apt to become indifferent to some of 
the most sacred duties that our citizenship en- 
tails. 2 first is the love of country that can 
see nothing wrong in anything we do as a nation 
a love that teaches us that any act if — — 
by the flag is to us right. We govern ourselves, 
and if there are moments when the national body 
politic suffers it is because the citizen has 
neglected some duty, and he can by performing 
the duty speedily re ieve the disorder. The chief 
duty of the citizen is jience to the laws of the 
repubiic. If there are those among us who at- 
tempt to question the supremacy of the laws 
there is the duty resting upon the balance of us 
to point out forcibiy the error of their ways. 
There have been sporadic outbreaks against au- 
thority, but in all such cases the American citi- 
zen has nobly asse his divine prerogative, 
— order has speedily succeeded temporary dis- 
order. 

Another duty we owe is to see to it that the 
right ofdranchise is exercised alone. I have no 
personal knowledge of the existence of organiza- 
tions assume to t how their members 
shall vote, but I have beeh told that such organi- 
zations exist. Big as America is there is no room 
in it forthe propagation of schemes to control 
and deliver the votes of their members. It is 
humiliating to the American citizen to hear of 
the Irish vote, the German vote, the Bohemian 
vote, the Polish vote. the Swedish vote, and the 

P. A. vote being delivered as so much mer- 
chandise. If there are such organizations it is 
the duty of every American citizen to stamp out 
all such. 

Letters of regret were read from Bishop 
Spalding, Bishop Watterson, and Chief Jus- 
tice Fulier, and just before the banquet came 
to an end a long letter from Theodore Roose- 
velt of the Civil Service Commission was 
presented. In telling what he would do were 
he present Mr. Roosevelt said: 

I should most certainly devote my s 
denouncing as strongly as 1 knew how the A. P. 

Last * 1 
spoke at Chantanqua, N. I., and one of my 
lectures I devoted chiefly to an attack upon the

0 — was mainly Protestant and 
there was a strong A. P. A. Association there. 
They accordingly notified us we must not 
choose one of the men because he was aCatholic. 
This was the first intimation I had had that he 
was a Catholic, and 1 immediately chose him for 
the position to emphasize my disapproval of 
bringing such religious bigotry into politics, ex- 
actly as if the circumstances had been 
reversed and a Catholic community had ob- 
jected to a man being chosen ause he 
was a Protestant I should have chosen the 
Protestant. lean denounce the A. P. A. and 
such associations with all the better grace bo- 
cause when I was in New York Legislature 
and when it was an object for me to have the 
Catholic vote I never hesitated to antagonize it

‘JOHN BERRY WANTS GAMBLING PUT 
AN END TO.

He Files a wah Asking the Court to Re- 
strain Mr. Kenna, He of the Fanciful 
Alias, to Quit Running Games of Chance, 
So-Called, in the Premises at Clark and 
Van Buren Streets Many Cases Are 
Heard and Some Are Disposed Of— 
Fines Assessed on the Keepers. 


To suppress gambling it is not absolutely 
necessary to secure an indictment from the 
grand jury or a conviction in a court. Even 
raids by the Civic Federation can be dis 
pensed with if the plan of John Berry, as re- 
vealed in the Circuit Court yesterday, can be 
successfully carried out. Mr. Berry is the 
owner of the premises at the southwest corner 
of Clark and Van Buren streets, and he has 
filed a bill asking the court to restrain gam- 
bling on the places. The defendant is not 
one of the “small-fry’’ gatäblers. It is 
Michael Kenna, known in ward polit- 
ical and gambling circles as Hinky 
Dink.“ Mr. Berry, in his complaint, says 
he leased the second floor to Augustus F. 
Baughman, to be used for any lawful pur- 
pose, from May 1, 1894, to April 30, 1897. 
The monthly rental was to be $250. Last 
March he leased the store on the corner to 
Kenna for saloon purposes at a like rental 
for three years. Both lessees covenunted not 
to permit the property to be used for any im- 
moral purposes. The saloon had been 
nected with the second floor by a stairway, 
and Berry claims Kenna secured both leases 
himself, using Baughman as a figurehead. He 
accused Baughman of using the premises 
as a common gaming-house, and Kenna of 
allowing persons to come in through his 
back door and go up-stairs to gamble. 
With a companion, Berry says, he went into 
the place Friday and found a game of stud- 
poker in progress. Gaming implements, the 
names of which he did not know, stood in a 
corner. Such use of the property, he de- 
clares, will injure its reputation and create a 
nuisance. Berry asks the court to enjoin 
Baughman and 13 from permitting gam- 
ing to be carried on in the piace. 

Gamblers on Trial. ; 

The first real trial of men indicted on 
charges of keeping gambling-houses began 
before Judge Dunne yesterday afternoon. 
Then the case of George Reichold. Wesley 
Schimmel, Herman Siegel, and Patsy King 
was called. They are charged with keeping a 
gambling-house at No. 175 West Madison 
street. King i is reported to have left the city. 


Three witnesses were heard and further evi- 


dence will be taken today. John q. McMahon 
testified he was foreman of the March, 1893, 
grand jury and was a member of a committee 
appointed by that jury to investigate gam- 
bling. He said the committee visited the 
rooms at No. 175 West Madison street and 
saw gambling going on. Thomas Candy, No, 
1522 West Lake street, told the court he 
had been in the rooms at No. 175 
West Madison street more than a 
score of times during the last two or 
three months. He described the arrange- 
ments of the place and claimed to know 
Schimmel, Reichold, and Siegel were the 
managers ‘of the piace. He said he had seen 
both Reichold and Schimmel directing the 
dealers and collecti money both up and 
down stairs. P. H. Hines, Superintendent of 
Records in the Recorder’s office, brought a 
record of the deed to the premises at No, 175 
West Madison street into court. It was ob- 
jected to and Judge Dunne sustained the ob- 
jection, holding the deed itself must be pro- 
duced if the fact of the ownership of the 
property was to be shown in that way. 

Several other gambling cases came up be- 
fore Judge Dunne. State’s-Attorney Kern 
and Assistant State’s-Attorney Morrison were 
in court to prosecute. The following keepers 
pleaded guilty and were fined $500 each: 

John Davis, No. 119 Clark street; Charles 
Green, No. 14 Quincy street. 

The following players were fined $25 each: 

„„One Barlow, Ed Ebrman, and Joseph 
Raitch, No. 110 Clark street: One Strong, 
No. 14 Quincy street; % Stock-Yards ” Sam, No. 
3848 State street. 

The cases against John Condon and Harry 
Varnell as keepers at No. 119 Clark street 
and against — Condon, Sam Dahl, George 
Smith, and one Bradley as keepers’ at No. 
14 Quincy street were nolle prossed. Robert 
Hyman Jr., alleged to be owner of the 
premises at No. 98 Randolph street, refused 
to testify on the ground by doing so he would 
incriminate bimseif. Secretary Carter of the 
Gore estate+ explained to the court that 
the premises at No. 72 Monroe street, 
known as the Newport club, had no connec- 
tion with the Newport Hotel. J. J. Knicker- 
bocker and George G. Newbury, trustees 
of the Gore estate, were subpoenaed to testify 
as to the apartments occupied by the Newport 
club. A sudpcena was also ordered to be is- 
sued for Mrs. Lehman, owner of the premises 
at No. 14. Quincy street. E. L. Brand. al- 
leged to be the owner of the premises at No. 
73 Jackson street, refused to testify, statihg 
as his reason he might thereby incriminate 
himself. Curt Gunn, charged with kecping a 
gam bling-house, did not appear and his bond 
was declared forfeited. L. F. Rowley is his 
bondsman. A subpoœna was issued for the 
son of E. A. Kohn to ascertain to whom the 
rental of No. 119 Clark street is paid. 


Ex-Aldermah Will Not Tes tif. 


In the afternoon ex-Ald. Vierling appeared 
to answer questions in reference to the prem- 
iges at No. 14 Quincy street in place of Mrs. 
Lehman. Mr. Vierling said he was the lessor 
of the premises and Charles M. Green was 
the sole lessee. He refused to answer further 
questions, saying he would take advantage of 
the law which provided he need not incrimi- 
nate himself. When asked if he knew of any 
one else who had 83 of an existing 
lease of the premises to Charles M. Green, 
the ex-Alderman said he did. He said Charles 
Grevey had as much knowledge to matters 
pertaining to the lease as he had and added 
that Mr. Grevey was nowin New York City 
and would not return to Chicago for two 
weeks. George F. Harding, owner of the 
building at No. 170 Madison street, refused 
to answer when asked if he knew anything 
about the lease of the second floor of No. 170 
Madison street. He stated to the court that 
by answering the question he might incrimi- 
nate himself. 

Twenty musicians were arrested in the hall 
known as Musicians’ Headquarters, No. 184 
Madison street, yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of gambling. The raid was conducted 
by Detectives Judge and Stevenson of Central 
Station. A. Harmon, President of the Chi- 
cago Musical Society, informed the police 
of his suspicions that gambling was bei 
conducted in the club- rooms. The arrest 
men deny having gambled. 

Wan Fung was fined $10 yesterday by 
Justice Foster on charges of keeping a gam- 
bling-house ut No. 315 Clark street and seven 
inmates were fined $2 each. Do Gee, keeper 
at No. 319 Clark street, was fined $10, and 
eleven inmates $2 each; Son Schow, Lee 
Sow, Lee Hong, and Din Ling, keepers at 
No. 311 Ciark street, were fined $10 each, 
and fourteen patrons were fined $2 each. 

Charles Dunne, Louis Leonard, and Albert 
Guion, who are alleged to have been impli- 
cated in swindling card games, were indicted 
yesterday by the grand jury.

MARSHALL FIELD PUTS IN SPRINKLERS. 


Wholesale House at Adams Street and 
Fifth Avenue Thas Equipped. 

Marshall Field & Co. have equipped their 
wholesale house at re street and Fifth 
avenue with sprinklers to protect the building 
from fire, and as a result the com panies carry- 
ing risks on the building have been called 
upon for a rebate of 25 per cent of premiums. 
Under the rules governing fire underwriting 
the rate for a sprinkled risk is 25 per 
cent less than for the same risk where 
there are no sprinklers. As a re 
sult of the addition to Marshall 
Field & Co.’s store a return had to be made on 
all premiums paid hereafter the insur- 
ance on the store will be at the smaller rate. 
There is carried on the building and stock in 
the neighborhood of $1,500,000 of insur- 
ance at an average rate approximating 75 
cents, making * premiums of $11,250. 
The rebate of 25 per cent will be therefore in 
the neighborhood ot $8, 000. It ia estimated 
that from five to six years’ rebate will pay for 
the installmg of a sprinkler system, after 
which the firm whose stock is protected by 
the sprinklers gains the rebates.
